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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: The argument filed 23 March 2009 by the 
applicant revolves mostly around the limitation "bridge driver to handle communications between an associated network interface and an 
associated disk subsystem and memory portion". Carter teaches this limitation. Because a bridge driver lacks any limitations about its 
structural definitions, it is mostly bound by the functionalities described in the claims. Carter teaches a computer storage network that 
forms a global distributed address space including memories and disks, which are accessible through the global address space by any local 
or remote computers. When accessed by a remote computer, there has to be network communications between the memories/disks and 
an associated network interface handled by a bridge driver. Note that a bridge driver is interpreted as any component that handles this 
network communication, and there has to be something in Carter's network that handles this network communication even if Carter does 
not specifically use the term "bridge driver", because Carter teaches a distributed storage system connected by a network. Without a 
bridge driver that handles communications between an associated network interface and an associated disk sbusystem and memory 
portion, there can be no remote access to a local memory/disk from a remote computer, and Carter's global addressable storage system 
will not operate.. 
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
